C.H. Fung Biographical Information 


Fung Chi Hang’s passion for Chinese collect- 
ibles and numismatics started at an early age. Since 
entering the workplace, he has been actively collecting 
machine struck coins. In the 1990s, the Ng Yin Boon 
Collection of Chinese Coinage was auctioned in the 
Taisei-Baldwin-Gillio Hong Kong auction. It was Mr. 
Fung’s first experience with international auctions and 
marked the beginning of his engagement in the auction 
business. Since then, Mr. Fung has participated in 
notable auctions such as the Norman Jacobs Collection, 
the Richard N.J. Wright Collection, the Wa She Wong 
Collection, the Ma Dingxiang Collection and the 
Chang’s Collection. Mr. Fung moved to Guangzhou, 
China, and worked there from 2003 to 2013. During 
this period, he travelled to Beijing, Shanghai, Wuhan, 
Hong Kong and Taiwan, building relationships and 
exchanging knowledge with renowned collectors and 
dealers. 


Mr. Fung Chi Hang is a connoisseur of Chinese 
coinage (including central-level provincial coins) and 
has handled most types. His collection of gold, silver 
and copper coins, as well as other collectibles, is still in 
full swing, and he is always eager to share his personal 
insights and experiences as a collector. He posts research 
articles and information on major websites in China. 
His writings to date include: “Secret Mintmarks in Silver

Stack’s Bowers and Ponterio is proud to offer The 
Nguyén Dynasty Collection of Annamese silver 
coinage. The Nguyén collection was meticulously as- 
sembled over the course of several decades, each coin 
having been hand selected for quality, rarity, and eye 
appeal. The consistency in quality is unusual in that 
the collector only kept the nicest examples he could 
find, and avoided pieces that did not meet his stringent 
quality standard; the overall condition of the pieces 
being offered are remarkably choice and original. The 
coinage of Annam produced during the 19th century 
offers a diverse selection of subject matter, many with 
significant meanings and iconography. The coinage 
displays meaningful inscriptions or auspicious themes 
found in many Asian cultures including Virtue, Four 
Perfections, Heaven and Earth, Three Plenty’s and the 
Eight Treasures. Many issues display astrological motifs 
including the visible heavens and constellations, as well 


as the sun and moon. The collection covers the coinage 
from 1802-1888 and includes issues of five monarchs of 
the dynasty that issued coinage (Gia Long, Minh Mang, 
Theiu Tri, and Tu Duc and concludes with Emperor 
Dong Khanh who was installed by the French). 
Annamese coinage by nature is very rare comparative- 
ly to the coinage of the other silver issuing countries 
in Asia during this era. Very seldom do collections of 
Annamese coins come up for public auction, espe- 
cially of this magnitude. There are numerous pieces 
offered in this collection that have been off the market 
for decades, some of which we can find no record of 
them ever having been sold. This collection offers both 
advanced and novice collectors a rare opportunity to 
acquire some of these fascinating coins. Stack’s Bowers 
is proud to have been selected as the auction company 
of choice to offer such a remarkable collection and be 
part of its legacy.

It appears to be a compound character of “Hua Hua” (double 
fire) in the upper portion of the character and “Si”, the 6th branch of the 
twelve Earthly branches of the sexagenary cycle, in the bottom portion. 
As the written Chinese language is based on pictographs it is possible 
that it was a special character known only to the silver smith making 
the ingot to indicate which furnace produced it, i.e. the 6th furnace. 
Unfortunately, without further documentation this is just a guess and 
would need additional scholarly research. 

It is important to point out that the Hua Xia insert states “Hou Jia 
Chuo” (Stamped later). It is of the opinion and belief of this cataloger 
that the stamps are indeed contemporary to the time, but perhaps not 
from the same establishment. The example plated in Peng does not 
show the sides, nor do they show the sides of any of this type or list any 
additional inscriptions.

THE NGUYEN DyNASTY 
Originating in the Thanh Hao province in Northern Vietnam, the Nguyén clan held significant military and political influ- 
ence that dated back to the 10th century during the short-lived Dinh dynasty. The defeat of the Tay Son dynasty in 1802 solidi- 
fied the future of Nguyén Phuc Anh, who founded the Nguyén dynasty and became the first Emperor Gia Long. The Nguyén 
dynasty unified Viét Nam and expanded its borders into modern-day southern Viét Nam, Cambodia and Laos. It was the last 
largely independent Vietnamese dynasty, and lasted until interference and colonialism by the French in 1883, when it became 
a protectorate through the end of World War II. 


EMPEROR GIA LONG (NGUYEN PHUc ANH), 1802-20 

After his family was slain during the Tay Son revolt in 1777, 15-year-old Nguyén Phuc Anh, the 
most senior member of his family to survive, was forced into hiding. He traveled south toward Saigon 
and the Mekong Delta and along the way gaining many supporters, who would become the core of his 
regime after the establishment of the Nguyén dynasty. This helped to recreate his extensive support 
network that had been lost when the Tay Son took control. During his travels he had many changes 
in fortune, until he met French priest Pigneau de Behaine who would become his advisor and play a 
significant role in his rise to power. On numerous occasions Pigneau helped Anh evade detection and 
capture, and even rallied support from foreign nations, in particular France, Siam and Portugal. 

In 1788 Anh was able to take control of Saigon and establish a more permanent base of operations. 
He began to consolidate his forces, reestablish civil services and integrate regions of the country that 
were previously thought to be incapable of support. He was able to attract much support from various 
ethnic groups living in Viét Nam, including the Chinese and Khmers. Throughout the 1790s, by virtue 
of his increased and modernized naval fleet and infantry, he achieved hundreds of victories against 
the Tay Son. In 1801, when Anh’s forces recaptured the fortress of Qui Nhon in central Viét Nam, the end of the Tay Son was 
drawing near. In June of that year, Anh captured the city of Hué and crowned himself Emperor Gia Long. The following year 
on 22 July 1802 the city of Hanoi came under his control, unifying the country, and leading to what is now modern Viét Nam. 
After a quarter-century of constant conflict, Emperor Gia Long was able integrate the many territories and elevate his family to 
heights never previously achieved by any Vietnamese royalty. It is believed that Nguyén Phuc Anh’s victory was due to support 
from ethnic Chinese, at least in part, coupled with severe mistreatment and massacre by the Tay Son. An interesting, fanciful 
and common myth about the title of Emperor Gia Long was that his name was derived from Gia Dinh (Saigon) and Thang 
Long (Hanoi) to symbolize the unification of the country (north and south); without supporting contemporary documentation 
it remains unproven. 

Emperor Gia Long reintroduced and imposed classical Confucian education and civil services systems and moved the 
capital from Hanoi in the north to Hué, in the center of the country to reflect the centuries long migration south. Early in his 
rule, he petitioned the Qing dynasty for official recognition, which was promptly granted. During this time, he decided to join 
the Imperial Chinese Tributary System and requested to change his country’s name to Nam Viét. It was explained that the 
name was derived from An Nam and Viét ThuGng to symbolize the unification of the country; both were mentioned in ancient 
Chinese records and were located in the north and south of Viét Nam. However, Emperor Jia Qing refused due to it being an 
identical name with the ancient kingdom of Nam Viét (Nanyue), which contained Liangguang. Instead, it was agreed to change 
the name to Viét Nam. 

The coinage produced during the reign of Emperor Gia Long primarily consisted of small cast bronze issues for local use, 
although small silver ingots in the weight of one Lang were also manufactured for commercial use under his rule. The inten- 
tion was not for everyday use, but to compete against the popular Mexican silver then in circulation. There are no known struck 
gold or silver round coins from this emperor.

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EMPEROR MINH MANG (NGUYEN PHUc DAM), 1820-41 

Born 25 May 1791, during the Second Tay Son - Nguyén War (1787-1802), Nguyén Phuc Dam was 
the first son of Nguyén Phuc Anh’s second wife Tran Thi Dang, historically know as Empress Thuan 
Thién. In 1794, when Dam was only three, Phuc Anh made a special written agreement with his first 
wife and lord consort Tong Thi Lan (later known as Empress Thtia Thién) that Phuc Dam was to be tak- 
en in and raised as her own son. In 1816 Emperor Gia Long appointed Dam heir apparent and moved 
the young prince to the Thanh Hoa Palace where he assisted his father with governmental duties. After 
Emperor Gia Long's death in the Imperial City on 3 February 1820, Phuc Dam ascended the throne as 
Emperor Minh Mang on 14 February. 

Unlike his father who had a more lenient attitude towards missionaries, Emperor Minh Mang felt 
that the spreading of Christianity would corrupt his people. So, in February 1825 he banned missionar- 
ies from entering the country. Over the next decade tensions rose and between 1833 and 1838 seven 
missionaries were sentenced to death and executed. Though his father had been a bit more open to foreign interaction and 
modernization, as time passed Minh Mang became more of an isolationist. Throughout his reign European and other foreign 
powers attempted to negotiate peace and trade agreements with Viét Nam, but all were rejected. It wasn’t until the outbreak 
of the First Opium War in 1839 that Minh Mang unsuccessfully sought the assistance of France and Britain in 1840. Having a 
strong concern for his subjects and wanting a more unified country, the emperor pursued cultural integration and assimilation 
of non- Viét ethnic groups which resulted in many rebellions and uprisings from minorities. Though his reign saw its fair share 
of strife, he is generally considered to have been held in high regard by his contemporaries for the attention he paid to state 
duties and scholarly nature. Though he disagreed with much of European culture he did study it in depth and had a particular 
interest in western technology with the purpose of modernizing his country, most notably in the areas of navigation, mechan- 
ics, weaponry and even medicine. 

During his time as emperor, Minh Mang built many national monuments, established a more efficient government and 
stopped a Siamese invasion among other accomplishments. It is during this period that coinage began to be more standardized 
with the introduction of the “Walking Dragon” series to compete with the popular Mexican silver then in circulation. His reign 
included the first dated crown of Asia, as well as the incorporation of diverse and important symbolism on coinage.

According to Thierry who cites “Dai Nam Thuc Luc” (DNTL), stating 
that minting for the first struck coins of Annam began on the 6th 
Moon of the 13th year (July 1833). Only two denominations were 
struck at this time, 7 Tien and 3 Tien, each featuring the iconic flying 
dragon within clouds in the name of Emperor Minh Mang. These were 
obviously struck in limited quantities with few surviving examples 
extent today. The 7 Tien were struck in 0.700 fine silver with a mintage 
of only 20,000 while the 3 Tien were struck in 0.780 fine gold with 

a mintage of only 1,000. Clearly the survival rate for these earlier 
issues is dismal when compared to the later undated types. They 

are especially difficult to obtain in such a high state of preservation 
and attractiveness. Serious consideration should be given by quality 
conscious collectors who are looking to acquire high grade pleasing 
examples to completement their numismatic holdings.

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EMPEROR THIE£U TRI (NGUYEN PHUc MIEN TONG), 1841-47 

The oldest son of Emperor Minh Mang, Nguyén Phtc Mién Tong practiced Confucianism and once 
he became Emperor Thiéu Tri, he continued his father’s isolationism policies. Like his father he was cu- 
rious about the West,but also highly suspicious of non-Viét foreigners. During this time the French and 
British were competing for colonial dominance in the region and sought to strengthen their presence 
on the Indochinese Peninsula. The emperor was determined to expel Christianity from his country and 
began imprisoning missionaries who continued to ignore the ban. This did not sit well with the French 
who were forced to respond, and in 1843, a military expedition was sent to rescue the imprisoned mis- 
sionaries, if possible without causing an international incident. 

In 1845, after failed attempts at a peaceful resolution with France, the American warship the USS 
Constitution was sent to retrieve the missionary Dominique Lefébvre, a repeat offender who continu- 
ally entered the country illegally. The Americans attempted to persuade Emperor Thiéu Tri to release 
the imprisoned missionary which nearly led to hostilities between the two nations. In March 1847, the 
French again attempted to negotiate with the emperor for the safety of French nationals and the cessation of persecution of 
missionaries, These negotiations were rejected, Thiéu Tri’s imperial advisors delayed delivering his reply and fighting broke out. 
The Vietnamese forces were easily defeated by the superior French military who destroyed many coastal forts before departing. 
After this the Emperor declared all missionaries enemies of the state and that they were to be executed on the spot, although 
the imperial advisors did not enact his edict. Emperor Thiéu Tri died shortly afterwards, and no missionaries were executed 
during his reign. 

Emperor Thiéu Tri was an intelligent monarch who was devoted to the care of his subjects and country, although he did not 
introduce any new reforms or policies during his reign, only maintaining the systems put in place by his father. Aside from 
foreign encroachment, he also saw his fair share of war and revolts due to his father’s aggressive expansionist policies. During 
this era a more diverse assortment of gold, silver and copper coinage was produced. Some utilized identical motifs from the 
previous ruler such as the “Walking Dragon” and “Prosperity and Longevity” series, while many others introduced new designs 
and inscriptions.

It is interesting to note that the inscription and symbolism of the “Sun and Moon’ types are that of longevity and prosperity. Specifically the reverse 
inscription “The precious stone Khuyet and the cinnabar after 1,000 years is turned into a very fine gold which can be handed on to 10,000 
generations. This we acknowledge the merit and we praise the virtuous men, for only wisdom is precious.” According to Chinese alchemists, stone is 
the root of the element Khi, the good parts of the element which become gold and jade while the bad parts turn to arsenic. They say that nature adds 
sulphuretted mercury producing a metalliferous substance which after a period of 200 years becomes native cinnabar; after 300 years the cinnabar is 
transmuted into lead which after an additional 200 years changes to silver, finally after another 200 years becomes gold.

This appears to follow the teachings of Confucius who believed in a well-ordered society tied to 
tradition and the past, but also valued academia and held the view that the country resembled a large family guided by a righteous and just 
ruler. Confucius believed that the ideal ruler governed by compassion, not force, and would avoid war while tending to the needs of the less 
fortunate. Though a ruler who failed to set a good example for his subjects, their reign would end in disaster.

In the “Book of Mutations”, by 
Can Quai, he interprets this as “Van Tung Long” (the dragon attracts 
the clouds) meaning a virtuous sovereign finds naturally wise aids. The 
inscription is commonly explained as “Rong Bay Gap Hoi Thi Nhu Vua 
Thang Toi Hien Gap Nhau” (the dragon and clouds meet one another, 
and gather, such as a good king and wise ministers meet one another).

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EMPEROR TU DUc (NGUYEN PHUc HONG NHAmM), 1847-83 

Born 22 September 1829, Prince Nguyén Phuc Héng Nham succeeded his father Emperor Thiéu 
Tri, who died 4 November 1847. His father passed over his more moderate eldest son Héng Bao, for the 
younger Phuc Héng Nham who held steadfast Confucian beliefs and opposed foreigners and innova- 
tion. Though he reigned for more than 35 years, longer than any emperor from the Nguyén dynasty, 
his rule was not easy. One year after he ascended the throne decades of turbulence began. He struggled 
with familial conflict, religious suppression, European conquest, plagues, droughts and hundreds of 
rebellions. It appears that any attempts at reform during his reign failed due to loss of interest, lack of 
follow-through, or inability to adapt to the current world political climate. Significant amounts of ter- 
ritory were lost to the French and the signing of the Treaty of Saigon in 1874 concluded in Viét Nam 
becoming a vassal of France. 

Ultimately, resentment and dissatisfaction grew with the Nguyén monarchy. Although he had an 
enormous harem, Emperor Tu Dtic had no children, as smallpox had left him impotent. He is consid- 
ered the last Emperor of Viét Nam who could be considered an independent ruler. According to legend, 
with his dying breath he cursed the French. After his death, his adopted son Duc Dtic became emperor, but was deposed by 
court officials after only three days on the throne. 

Despite far reaching turmoil in his country, this period saw significant and prolific issuance of coinage. Many designs 
and inscriptions from Tu Dtic’s father were used such as the “Sun and Moon’, “Prosperity and Longevity’, “Eight Treasures’, 
“National Confidence” and “Five Bats” series. Among the designs introduced during his reign was the highly interesting and 
important “Virtue” series.

It is interesting to note that the inscription and symbolism of the “Sun and Moon” types are that of longevity and prosperity. Specifically the reverse 
inscription “The precious stone Khuyet and the cinnabar after 1,000 years is turned into a very fine gold which can be handed on to 10,000 
generations. This we acknowledge the merit and we praise the virtuous men, for only wisdom is precious.” According to Chinese alchemists, stone is 
the root of the element Khi, the good parts of the element which become gold and jade while the bad parts turn to arsenic. They say that nature adds 
sulphuretted mercury producing a metalliferous substance which after a period of 200 years becomes native cinnabar; after 300 years the cinnabar is 
transmuted into lead which after an additional 200 years changes to silver, finally after another 200 years becomes gold.

The inscription, translated as “The whole nation will be confident”, on this type was borrowed from a chapter in the “Tho Kinh’, a 
manuscript of penal laws of the Prince of Lu. This appears to follow the teachings of Confucius who believed in a well-ordered society tied to 
tradition and the past, but also valued academia and held the view that the country resembled a large family guided by a righteous and just 
ruler. Confucius believed that the ideal ruler governed by compassion, not force, and would avoid war while tending to the needs of the less 
fortunate. Though a ruler who failed to set a good example for his subjects, their reign would end in disaster.

‘The five planets, called Ngu Hanh, are Mercury (Thuy Tinh), Venus 
(Kim Tinh), Mars (Hoa Tinh), Jupiter (Moc Tinh) and Saturn (Tho 
Tinh). These are usually referred to as the Five Phases or Five Agents 
which are Fire (Mars), Water (Mercury), Wood (Jupiter), Metal 
(Venus) and Earth (Saturn). These have been used in East Asian 
philosophy to explain a wide array of phenomena including the 
properties of medicinal drugs, succession of political regimes, cosmic 
cycles and interaction between internal organs.

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EMPEROR DONG KHANH (NGUYEN Putc UNG Ky), 1885-89 

After the death of Emperor Tu Dtic the country saw the worst effects of colonialism and ultimately 
became a French protectorate. Prior to the reign of Emperor Dong Khanh, a series of short reigns oc- 
curred, with each lasting longer than the previous. Emperor Duc Dtic (20-23 July 1883) ruled for only 
three days while Emperor Hiép Hoa (30 July - 29 November 1883) lasted for nearly four months; both 
were deposed by court officials, and the latter was forced to commit suicide. Several court regents acted 
quickly after the regicide of Hiép Hoa and installed 15-year-old prince Nguyén Phuc Ung Dang as 
emperor Kién Phuc on 1 December 1883 at five oclock in the morning. Due to poor health he died less 
than eight months later on 31 July 1884 in Kién Thanh Palace among rumors that he was poisoned by 
his adoptive mother. Three days later, on 2 August 1884, Nguyén Phuc Ung Lich ascended the throne 
as Emperor Ham Nghi. Toward the end of his reign on 4 July 1885 a national insurrection against the 
French, the Can Vuong, broke out. French forces soon stormed the palace and the emperor, accom- 
panied by three empresses and court advisor Ton That Thuyét, fled the city for the jungles and hills of 
Laos. While he was in hiding the French replaced him with his brother Nguyén Phuc Ung Ky as Em- 
peror Dong Khanh on 19 September 1885, who ruled until he died on 28 January 1889. 

During his time on the throne, Emperor Dong Khanh chose peaceful diplomacy, avoiding further turmoil with the French, 
and he also took advantage of the benefits offered by the foreigners. He advocated absorbing French culture, using Western 
products, innovating and applying policies for local domestic government. He was even awarded the Order of the Legion of 
Honor, the highest French order of military and civil merit. He is generally considered a pro-French puppet king and hench- 
man for foreigners, with a reputation for looking out for his own interests. In fact, one of his greatest achievements was to re- 
claim the treasures that were looted by the French after the fall of Hué Citadel. While the French government agreed to return 
half of the stolen gold and silver, the Hué court asked to give priority to returning seals, gold books and national treasures of 
gold and silver worship. Because Emperor Dong Khanh chose diplomatic peace over fierce resistance, he is the reason Viét 
Nam still retains intact much of the Nguyén dynasty treasures today. Though far less diverse than his predecessors, the coin- 
age of Emperor Déng Khanh displayed similar motifs such as the “Four Perfections’, “

In Vietnamese they are referred to as “Duong Nghi” (Male) and “Am Nghi” (Female) or simply “Am Duong” which is same as the Chinese 
philosophical concept of “Yin and Yang”.

The Bao Dai Merit Medal was instituted in 1938 and comprised three classes. As the imperial government merely issued a brevet for the award, the 
recipient had to purchase the actual medal from a private source. The French manufacturer M. Delande, for instance, priced in his 1938 catalog 
gilt silver medals at 75, 65 & 60 francs, and gilt bronze medals at 45, 40, and 35 francs, for the three respective classes. The medals were at first 


accompanied by a green-yellow-red ribbon, and later a yellow ribbon with three thin red or green stripes. Cruder and lighter examples were made

Famous collector and author Major Fred 
Pridmore speculates that the merchants of the settlement applied the various crowned “GR” countermarks to dollars for trade with indigenous tribes 
between 1810-1818. Prior to 1810 the primary barter item with the Indians were cutlass blades stamped with “GR”. In an attempt to continue trade, 
it is believed that a similar mark was applied to dollars, continuing the accustomed unit of value. Stamping coins in this manner would not require 
official authority since it wouldn't have affected their currency value in the settlement.

Emanating from the eminently impressive and fabled Palace Collection of Egypt, more commonly known numismatically as the 

Farouk Collection, this enchanting four-coin array presents a seemingly unrivaled opportunity. Though a handful of alluring proof 
issues of these various denominations is known, the “flan bruni” designation places them into a far different level. For the larger two 
denominations, the present two specimens stand as the finest seen in the PCGS census with such a distinction, whereas for the smaller 
two denominations, the present two specimens stand (even more incredibly) as the sole representatives to garner such a distinction with 
respect to their finishes. 


The reasoning behind such an elevated, precise level of manufacture is unknown, though when observing the years (1889 and 1900) in 
which any “flan mat” and “flan bruni” examples are known, one sees a rather obvious pattern: the World's Fair. In each of those years, 
the “Exposition Universelle,’ as it would have been known in the native parlance, took place within France and, more specifically, in the 
city of lights herself—Paris. It seems rather likely, during each of these monumental showings that put Paris at the center of the world’s 
stage, that one of the world’s most advanced mints would take the opportunity to display their seemingly unrivaled minting capabilities. 
In the case of the 1889 exposition, a coining press was in fact set up at the grounds for such a function. Tying the mint and this event 
together that much more is the fact that the Marianne obverse design of the 20 and 10 Francs was designed by the Art Nouveau master, 
Jules-Clément Chaplain, who also designed the nearly-identical award medal for the 1900 fair. With examples such as the four in this 
EXCEEDINGLY RARE set (and, in the case of the two smaller denominations, essentially UNIQUE), their stunning exploits were 
undoubtedly fully realized. Of immensely breathtaking and enchanting quality, with each piece yielding majestic brilliance in the fields 
and subtle frosting imparted unto the devices—the planchets themselves having been expertly and carefully produced in order to yield 
the most supreme quality that contemporary methods of manufacture would allow.

Patterns were originally produced and presented 
in the following denominations: Gold 20 Warn, 10 Warn, 5 Warn, 2 Warn and 1 Warn; Silver 1 Warn, 5 Niang, 2 Niang, 1 Niang and 
1/2 Niang; Copper 20 Mun, 10 Mun, 5 Mun, 2 Mun and 1 Mun. Although patterns for every denomination were produced, only the 1 
Warn, 5 Mun and 10 Mun were eventually struck for circulation. This pattern, produced of mostly tin (x-ray fluorescence spectroscopy 
tested this coin at around 90% tin with copper and other trace elements appearing) is denominated as “1 Warn”. Preserved exceptionally 
well for the issue, it displays a perfect strike with strong reflective flash in the fields and minimal metal degradation. It is tied for the

While coins are often sold with pedigrees tracing them back to collectors of yesteryear, seldom are articles of correspondence related to their 
placement saved for later generations to see. In this lot, you have exactly that. While several letters are included, one typed transcription of 
communication made after the sale when other Korean rarities were being considered is transcribed: 
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“April 29, 1964

Dear Mr. Sera: 


I received your nice letter of April 6th relative to the Korean Crown and I am happy that you are pleased. It is a very attractive piece in 
my opinion and a rare item. 


I would recommend that you write to Mr. Hans Schulman, 545 Fifth Avenue, New York 17, New York, and place your request for the 
1888 Warn with him. At the time that I purchased the 1886 piece from Mr. Howard Gibbs, he had two other rare Crowns of Korea, of 
which one was the 1888 and it is unfortunate that I did not know of your interest at that time because they could have been obtained 
at a very reasonable price. He placed these with Mr. Hans Schulman and I believe they were in the Kriesberg Schulman Auction of 
March 18, 1964. There is a slight possibility that they did not sell, or that Mr. Schulman has them. Let me hear from you as to what Mr. 
Schulman tells you. The reason I ask this is because Mr. Howard Gibbs is on a trip around the world at this time and will not return 
until July. At that time I can inquire of him whether he has either one of the 1888 Warn, however, if they did not sell at the sale, Mr. 
Schulman will have them at this time.

Thus, the present Dirham is only a slight modification from the type issued under the Khwarizmshah Ala al-Din 
Muhammad II who ruled an extensive empire in Central Asia. Following the Mongols’ complete destruction of the Khwarazmian Empire, Genghis 
added his name in Arabic script to the coinage and continued his pursuit of Jalal al-Din, heir to the Khwarazmian throne. As one of the very few 
coins issued under Genghis Khan to actually bear his name, this is a highly desirable type among collectors.

As this letter occurs on both sides, it is clear that both the obverse and reverse must emanate from the same period, with that period 
likely being a few decades after the initial issuance—likely around the 1830s. When one compares the engraving style and general 
letter forms from that period, the similarities are quite clear. Furthermore, the mintmaster’s initials on either side of the eagle’s tail (® 
I) appear slightly curved, as though on an arc, which parallels the general format for the latter period. The bronze novodel, along with 
the regular business strikes from 1807, instead display the mintmaster’s initials as perfectly vertical when read by the viewer. No matter 
its specific date of manufacture, however, this well made mint product glistens with tremendous brilliance in the fields and an alluring 
frosting to the devices, accounting for its cameo designation, and should be ceaselessly pursued by the scholar-connoisseur of 19th 
century Russian numismatics.

Alexeyev and Griliches’ designs here are perhaps the most poignant of all of Russia’s Death of a Ruler medals. On the reverse of this 
attractive yet austere piece, both Russia and an angel mourn the Country’s Great Emancipator and Reformer. Even the medal’s huge size 
could be seen as symbolic of the magnitude of Russia’ loss to the explosion of an assassin’s bomb. 


In a curious though not paradoxical twist even as Alexander II pursued a mostly liberal course for Russia, a revolutionary movement to 
the far end of the pendulum grew, and Alexander's reign was marked by a number of assassination attempts. In 1866, Alexander II escaped 
murder at the hands of Dmitry Karakozov. On April 20, 1879, a 33-year old former student fired at the Tsar five times but missed. At the 
end of that year, Narodnaya Volya, a radical group missed blowing up the Tsar’s train; a little over a month later, the same group set off an 
explosive charge under the dining room of the Winter Palace. Some 67 people were killed or wounded, but Alexander II was late for dinner 
and so was unharmed. 


Fortune, however, stopped smiling on the Tsar March 13, 1881. As Alexander was on his way for the Sunday review of the Life Guards, a 
young man threw a small white package at the imperial carriage. One Cossack was killed, several people injured by the bomb, but the Tsar 
emerged from the coach shaken but unscathed. Fearing accomplices, Alexander's Police Chief Dvorzhitsky urged the Tsar to immediately 
leave the area. Alexander agreed, but first wanted to see the explosion site. As he walked to it, a second assassin threw a bomb at Alexander’ 
feet. The shattered body of the Tsar was taken by sleigh to the Winter Palace, and in the same study in which the Edict emancipating the 
serfs was signed, Alexander II died.
